If you are collecting literature of 
the Gold Rush, see the chapter en- 
titled “El Dorado” in Fred Pat- 
tee’s new book “The Feminine 
Fifties.’ -Among the many inter- 
esting items is the account of Bay- 
ard Taylor’s voyage to California 
eight months after the discovery 
of gold. He came by way of the Is- 
thmus, a journey that required 51 
days. Bayard Taylor was one of the 
first of the California boosters, call- 
ing the new country a land of hos- 
pitality and mutual helpfulness. As 
you all know the theme song of the 
Gold Rush days was young Stephen 
Foster’s “Oh Susanna.” “Maybe it 
was the care-free, jaunty lilt of the 
song,” quotes Mr. Pattee, “that en- 
deared it to these pioneers. The 
words were merest nonsense but the 
music of the piece had qualities 
that carried it around the entire 
world. Bayard Taylor writing in °55 
tells how he heard a wandering 
Hindu minstrel sing “Oh Susanna” 
in Delhi.” 

While we are on the subject of

Pioneer novels are being published 
this spring? One of the newest is 
Louis Zara’s “This Land of Ours.” 
It is a longish novel, almost 800 
pages but you can’s seem to squeeze 
a Story of this kind into a few 
pages. The novel covers the years 
1760 to 1835 and is as rich in ad- 
venture as “Anthony Adverse.” The 
hero Andrew Benton is forever in 
the thick of a fight. First, he bat- 
tles against the French and Indians, 
then against the British and Indi- 
ans. After the Revolution, he fights 
in the Indian Wars. But Mr. Zara 
isn’t only concerned with the 
amount of fighting he can get into 
his story, he explores the minds of 
his woodsmen and his Indians in a 
highly original way. The book is 
well documented and worth your 
time. 

Another hefty volume “Ah, Prom- 
ised Land,” by James Street is set 
in early Alabama, Mississippi and 
Eastern Louisiana. This novel fairly 
overflows with historical characters: 
Thomas Jefferson, Aaron Burr, An- 
drew Jackson, Tecumseh, Philip No- 
lan “the man without a country,” are 
only a few. As a matter of fact there 
is a great deal of research done for 
these historical novels which are 
written primarily to entertain the 
average reader. If you like your his- 


tory with a touch of melodrama this | 


is a book for you. 

Now for a pioneer novel of the 
north country, not so bulky in size 
but sound in content and written 
with artistry, This is Walter Havig- 
hurst’s “The Wings of Spring,” a 
story of the Swedish settlers on the 
Wisconsin prairies. Mr. Havighurst is 
familiar with the country about 
which he is writing. He shows you 
the prairie country in autumn 
stretching like a sea of copper, in 
winter, desolate, overcast with a 
spell of hunger and destruction, in 
Spring full of promise like a bright 
tide that brings new hope. 

The chief character Jan Soren- 
son is an ornithologist. To our way 
of thinking he is one of the best 
fictional characters of the season, a 
man who works patiently against 
many odds, for peace of mind and 
for accomplishment rather than for 
material possessions. In Jan’s case 
the accomplishment is the classifi- 
cation of the bird and plant life

The field contained the eight ex- 
pected starters—Bimelech, Mioland, 
Dit, Roman, Sirocco, Gallahadion, 
Pictor and Royal Man—and one 
surprise entry, M. J. Schmitt’s True 
Star. The latter was entered on the 
condition that he will run only if 
the track is muddy. 


The footing was slow as the field 
was drawn. The skies remained dark 
with clouds and although the wea- 
ther was a bit warmer than for the 
last several years, there was no in- 
dication that the Derby would be 
run in sunshine. The forecasters 
stuck by their earlier predictions of 
fair conditions. 


The entry box was held for 20 
minutes after the deadline. Then 
Tom Smith, trainer of Mioland, 
rolled the bottle in the draw for 
post positions and Bimelech drew 
post No. 2. The others were Galla- 
hadion, one; Mioland, three; True 
Star. four; Roman, Five; Sirocco, 
six; Dit, seven; Royal Man, eighth; 
and Pictor, nine. 

If all nine horses entered today go 
to the post, first money will total 
$60,650.

Allied Governments Are 
Under Fire As Result Of 
Military Defeat In Norwey

Germany emerged victorious to- 
day from her Scandinavian blitz- 
krieg. 

Europe tensely awaited the next 
Nazi stroke with fears rising that 
it may come in the Balkans or the 
Mediterranean. 

Stockholm reported that the Al- 
lies have completed their abandon- 
ment of central Norway by with- 
drawing from their Namsos base, 
north of Trondheim, keeping a grip 
on Norway only at Narvik in the 
far north. 

That news shocked Allied and 
neutral Europe. Anxiety mounted 
that Hitler would seek to catch his 
opponents off-balance by deliver- 
ing another lightning blow — this 
time to the southeast. 

It was being said in London—on 
the basis of Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain’s announcement of the 
Andalsnes retirement—that the fu- 
ture of his government might de- 
pend on quick arrival of good news 
from Norway, or some other front. 

The situation of Premier Paul 
Renaud in France was believed to 
be even worse. It was doubted that 
his ministry would be able to with-

Grong, Norway, (lP) — The Allied 
expeditionary force hastily aban- 
doned its coastal landing base ai 
Namsos and rumors spread among 
dejected Norwegian troops today of 
efforts to negotiate peace with 
Germany. 

Some Norwegian forces in the 
Namsos region reportedly began de- 
mobilizing and headed for their 
homes as the Allied troops with- 
drew from their base north of 
Trondheim, but Norwegian officers 
could not confirm this. 

Soldiers appeared to be discour- 
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aged by the Allied abandonment of 
their coastal base, but Norwegian 
officers said that many rumors were 
apparently being circulated by the 
Nazi sympathizers in an effort to 
'demoralize the Norwegians and fa- 
cilitate the advance of German 
troops northward.
